SALUTATORY 


BLair SPILLMAN 


Thousands of American young people each year anxiously await the time of their gradua- 
tion from high schools throughout the country. For us, the class of 1946, this happy time 
has arrived and we are glad that you can, in the American tradition, share our enjoyment 
of these class night exercises. 


There is an urgent necessity for the realization on the part of every person here tonight 
that our graduation this year has a special significance in light of an epochal event that 
occurred less than a year ago. You probably remember the day. It was on August 6, 1945, 
that the startling, almost incredible, news came that an atomic bomb had been exploded over 
the Japanese city of Hiroshima. The dropping of this bomb formally and irrevocably 
ushered in the era of atomic energy. I say “irrevocably” because many would be happier 
if such a bomb had never been created. Atomic energy has, nevertheless, been released, and 
it is we of the younger generation who, even more than you, will experience the effects of 
this tremendous force in an entirely unique era of man’s history. Herein lies the special signi- 
ficance of our graduation. 


But do we realize what the release of atomic energy means? Is it generally known that 
the discovery of a way to release atomic energy has been compared, as an epochal event, to 
man’s discovery of fire? Many do not know that a bomb a thousand times more powerful 
than the ones heretofore used can be developed in the near future, or that scientists living 
today know how to produce a bomb whose destructive power is equivalent to that of one 
million ten-ton blockbusters. These are the facts which belie the belief that the atomic bomb 
is just another weapon. 


Fear of atomic energy by the people of every nation is absolutely imperative. Only if 
we dread the potentialities of atomic warfare can we be moved to take the steps necessary 
to obviate the possibility of a future conflict. 


At the present, atomic energy is wholly a menace to our civilization. Immediate and 
effective control of this great power is an obvious necessity. Not to succeed in exercising 
such control means that another war will be fought; and, if millions are not to perish, such 
a conflict must not occur. This is to say that war must be abolished—something man has 
not, to this time, succeeded in doing. If we are to live in a peaceful world, there must be no 
temporizing, no delay in finding an effective way to control atomic energy. In the words of 
Senator Brien McMahon, chairman of the Senate Atomic Energy Committee, “People must 
be made to understand the gravity and urgency of this problem. Talk of taking action and 
working toward a solution over the next twenty years is dangerous.” 


Science has presented mankind with a problem which cannot be solved by power politics 
and spheres of influence. As the present possessor of an atomic weapons monopoly, the 
United States must lead the world in taking bold, effective steps to abolish war. The oceans, 
which for a time protected us from attack, offer no protection now and should another war 
be fought, this country would, in all probability, be the first victim of a tide of destruction 
never before witnessed by man. Certainly we could fight back, but would there really be any 
victory for either side with millions dead and cities utterly destroyed ? 


The message for tonight is that time is short. We must abolish war. If we succeed, an 
era of unlimited human progress lies before us and atomic energy will become the greatest 
servant of man, immeasurably raising the plane of his existence. Upon us here tonight and 
the peoples of all countries lies the responsibility of becoming thoroughly informed on this 
great problem and of thinking intelligently about it. In an analysis of atomic problems by 
the faculty of Colgate University is found this wise statement: “World cooperation de- 
pends in the long run on the information, ideas, and attitudes of individual men everywhere.” 


So it is clearly seen that the era which we are entering gives to our graduation a special 
significance. In past years we could have gone out from this school without concerning our- 
selves with the success of the League of Nations. Now, the acuteness of our interest in 
abolishing war and the intelligence of our thinking on the subject will literally mean the 
difference between life and death for us. 


We welcome you tonight, then, with a fervent prayer that we of the younger generation 
may fulfill our responsibilities in the era of atomic energy, realizing that today it is truly 
“one world or none.” 


THREE-CORNERED MOON 


The Senior Dramatic Club gave for its fall presentation, the harumscar- 
um Three-Cornered Moon, ‘““—a chatty study of a slightly cockeyed household.” 

An outstanding feature of this production, which alternated between farce 
and comedy, was the especially good ensemble work of the small cast of nine. 
These plays of froth and foolishness collapse easily unless they can maintain 
a light touch and lively tempo, but this one ran along merrily, the players tossing 
the ball back and forth with the evident enjoyment which comes from mutual 
confidence. 

Mary Frances Pitcher in the part of the scatterbrained Mrs. Rimplegar de- 
monstrated a special talent for comedy. Her limp, high-pitched voice, startled 
expression, and slatternly gait brought constant chuckles, and her lines, spoken 
so clearly that none of them were lost, frequently drew gales of appreciative 
laughter. 

Betty Holtz made a striking Elizabeth. Her vivid brunette coloring and ener- 
getic manner seemed exactly suited to this impetuous character. She was on stage 
for almost the entire three acts, and had a number of long speeches expressing 
various moods, yet she handled them easily, and the comment most frequently 
heard was that she seemed so natural. 

Tommy Prufer was ingratiating as the blase Kenneth. He played with a 
bright zestfulness which suggested that Kenneth’s snobbishness was only skin 
deep, and that underneath he was quite a likeable fellow. Tommy also revealed 
an unexpectedly rich and pleasing voice. 

Fairfax Fulton appeared to enjoy thoroughly his role of the dreamy, impracti- 
cal Donald. His voice has an urgent, electrical quality that always holds attention, 
and he is pleasant to watch on the stage. He seems instinctively to know the right 
moves. 

Tom Miller as Dr. Stevens had the satisfactory solidness. In the second act 
he had the problem of several long speeches without much movement, and managed 
them very creditably. 

Kenneth Knopp played Ed with a boyish impishness that immediately won 
the audience. 

Jimmie Wamsley as Douglas, the other brother, kept up the comic spirit as 
he wandered in and out of family crises with an air of casual surprise. He entered 
into the clowning scene in the end with a wholeheartedness which delighted the 
audience. 

Dorothy Bridges as Kitty had only one scene, nevertheless, she succeeded in 
making Kitty’s manhunting propensities quite clear. And as the stupid Jenny, Polly 
Webb drew a laugh every time she crossed the stage. 

An innovation in set of which the stage crew were very proud, was the 
division of the stage into two rooms. The set was also graced by a new and very 
beautiful flight of stairs. 

Although this is an unpretentious little comedy written purely for fun, it was 
produced with the finish and sparkle which has come to mark all Lee High plays— 
a testimony to the efficient functioning of all the production groups, and both 
actors and audience seemed to have a good time.

The scene of the play is the dining room and foyer in cross section in the 


Brooklyn home of the Rimplegars. It 1s a large brown-stone house, perhaps a 


generation old. The Rimplegars have lived in it all their lives. 


OUR TOWN 


For a number of years, the plays at Lee had been either comedies or melodramas, but 
a number of the members of the Dramatic Club had become deeply interested in the theater, 
and they felt that this spring, they would like to attempt a fine and serious play. They 
wanted a play which had poetic expression and real characterization. 


The choice was Thornton Wilder’s beautiful reverie of a New England yillage, Our 
Town. 


The Club received little encouragement in their decision. Many thought the attempt too 
ambitious for high school students, and even if they succeeded, it was said, Staunton audiences 


would not care for a play without scenery. There were other difficulties, too, to cause qualms. 
For the play to be understood, it would have to hold the close attention of the audience. 
Could fifty-some members of the cast and backstage workers possibly maintain the necessary 
silence on a creaking gym floor? 


When the play was presented March 29 and 30, these questions were answered. For 


nearly three hours, amid complete silence backstage, the play held the absorbed attention of 
the audience, swaying it from laughter to tears. People came crowding backstage afterwards, 
uttering ecstatic superlatives, and for days, warm commendations poured in. It can truth- 
fully be said, no play presented at Lee within the memory of those present ever received such 
fervent praise. 


The players had material worthy of their best efforts, and they responded accordingly. 
Each performance was exceptional. 


Tommy Prufer as the Stage Manager gave a particularly fine characterization—controlled, 
dignified, and natural. Gifted with an unusually expressive voice, and speaking the lines 
with such mature understanding and sympathy that he brought out their full range of emotion 


from dry New England humor to tenderness and compassion, he carried the audience with 
him to the final curtain. 


Mary Frances Pitcher as Emily gave a moving representation of the freshness and be- 
wilderment of youth. Her face mirrored every impression that crossed Emily’s mind, and her 
clear voice carried throughout the auditorium. In the third act, she built up the mood of 
sustained emotional intensity to its climax with such effect that not a rustle broke the 
silence and tears glistened on many faces. 


Nancy Lee Cohen, Tom Miller, Elizabeth Custer, and Bob Lynd as the Gibbs and Webb 
parents, succeeded remarkably well in suggesting the tolerance and ripeness of middle age. 
Each characterization was distinct and interesting, and they managed to convey the idea that 
these ordinary New England folk were also nobility, touched with the breadth of humanity. 


Fairfax Fulton’s George had a youthful impulsiveness that was right and natural, and 
Dorothy Shiflett as Rebecca suggested the dreamy illogic of childhood. 


John Lee Fretwell, Polly Webb and Percy Willson in the roles of other village charac- 
ters, left each, the stamp of his characterization upon the play. 


It is not possible to mention all the players. It must suffice to say that to have been 
one of them is to have played with distinction. 


For the first time, lighting was an integral part of the play. Footlights were discarded, 
and spots and floods used to emphasize scenes and highlight faces. The gain in effect was 
startling. The mechanical, photographic inclusion of everything gave way to the artist’s 
selection of details. 


The homely sounds of village and countryside were so much a part of the scene, it 
seems artificial to label them sound effects. Their unobtrusiveness is the measure of their 
success. 


Actors, Director, and the number of students on backstage crews—all those working 
on Our Town, labored with devotion. The play was the composite achievement of all, and 
each may take a personal pride in its unparalleled success.

Al- 
though Lee fought bravely she was defeated finally by a score of 13-6 by the 
more experienced Harrisonburg “Blue Streaks.” 

October 19, Lee gave its best performance by swamping a much overrated 
(Culpeper) team by a score of 31-0. 

October 26, Lee journeyed to Lexington to meet the “Scarlet Hurricane” 
eleven. Although rated pre-game favorites, Lee due to penalties early in the con- 
test, dropped the decision 19-13. 

Nevember 2, Lee again took to the road to travel to Winchester. Although the 
Handley “Judges” were rated far superior to the Lee eleven, the Blue and White 
gave Handley its stiffest opposition of the season. Due to a much heavier team 
and numerous reserves, Handley rolled up 21 points against the staunch Leemen 
making the final score 21-0.

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BASKETBALL RESUME 


The varsity basketball squad this year turned in a fairly good account of 
themselves. Although they had only ten wins to eleven losses, they ranked third 
in the conference. 

The 1945-46 basketball season was opened on December 4, 1946, with 38-28 
win over the red and white of Beverley Manor. A week later the Manorites fell 
again 31-25. 

The next day Lee journeyed to Fort Defiance where AMA defeated the 
Leemen in a hard-fought game. Final score 32-25. 

On the 19th the Leemen were set back by the larger and more experienced 
Woodrow Wilson General Hospital team 45-27. 

Four days before Christmas, the Leemen journeyed to Winchester where 
they met the Judges of Handley in a game that was decided by foul shots, \Win- 
chester winning 28-26. 

Onsthe 27th Lee met the Blue Streaks of Harrisonburg in the Pre-Season 
Invitational Tournament sponsored by Du Pont. Harrisonburg won 36-17. 

Journeying to Lynchburg on January 4, 1946, the Leemen met the class A 
Glass High squad and were set back 39-19. 

In the next game, the class A Lane High team from Charlottesville, after a 
close contest, lost to the hard fighting Leemen 39-34. 

On January 11, the Leemen beat Lexington’s Red Raiders on the Lee court 
37-30. 

January 15, 1946, saw another game decided by free throws. Although Lee 
sank 13 F. G.’s to 12 for Covington, the Cougars dropped in 6 of their charity 
shots to 2 for Lee to win 30-28. 

On January 18, Lee again bowed to Harrisonburg 55-29. 

The following week, the Mountaineers from Clifton Forge hardly had a 
chance against a far superior Lee team that scored at will to win 61-22. 

Journeyed to Charlottesville, the Leemen defeated Lane High for the second 
time, 34-28. 

On the Ist of February the Leemen played hosts to the Little Giants of 
Waynesboro, and in an excellent game, defeated them in an overtime period 29-26. 

Finishing up their class A games, the Leemen dropped their second encounter 
to Glass High 46-20. 

On February 8, the Leemen made up for their earlier defeat at the hands of 
Covington by easily defeating the Cougars 39-25. 

Harrisonburg won again. Score REL-23, HHS-46. 

Lexington fell easy prey to a Lee team that had greatly improved over their 
earlier meeting. 44-18. 

The next week the Leemen played host to Augusta Military Academy. Lee 
had the game in hand for the first three quarters (41-28) but in the last quarter, 
the military school champs began to fight back and narrowed the score 49-40. 

After leading for three quarters, Lee slowed down to lose a tough game to 
the Waynesboro five, 22-27. This officially closed the season but on March 7, 1946, 
the Leemen met Harrisonburg on the VMI court in the post-season tournament. 
Harrisonburg won 23-8.
